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Stud Managers' Course 

Plans for the third annual Stud Managers’ 
Course to be held at the University of Kentucky 
have been announced by the committee in 
charge. The course will be held at the University 
from November 16 through November 20.

The Patient Rallies: To borrow a phrase 
from Gabriel Heatter, who was wont to say 
when Allies armies advanced upon Nazi and 
Fascist hordes in World War II, "Ah, there’s 
good news tonight.” 

Before its recently-concluded 12-day fall 
meeting had run its span, the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s operators, announced their intention to 
embark opon a $2,500,000 rebuilding program 
at Pimlico. This, in itself, was not news. It had 
been known ever since the Cohen Brothers and 
Louis Pondfield bought the MJC last year they 
planned an ambitious reconstruction program. 
But it was a lot easier said than done. Their 
efforts to get the building under way had been 
stifled by the celebrated re-zoning refusal. 

After six months of off-again-on-again 
bickering over the re-zoning, Pimlico’s man¬ 
agement is going to sidestep the controversial 
issue, temporarily, and go ahead with the re¬ 
building program. The Maryland Jockey Club 
hopes to prove its sincerity to give Baltimore a 
track commensurate with its needs, and thereby 
back into a favorable conclusion to the re-zoning. 

Blueprints For Rebuilding: The plans 
as announced by the Maryland Jockey Club are 
as follows: 

"First item on the program will be the rais¬ 
ing of the standee area or lawn in front of the 
grandstand and other changes in the same area. 

"After the conclusion of the race meeting 
next spring, the little clubhouse and the box 
section will be razed. On this space a new club¬ 
house and a section of grandstand will be built. 
The dimensions of the structure will be ap¬ 
proximately 250 feet long by 170 feet deep. 

So that there will be no interference with 
sight lines, the roof of the balance of the stands 
will be elevated and the entire building will be 
extended in depth. Escalators and elevators will 
be installed in this sector. 

These changes and other improvements will 
cost in the excess of $2,500,000 and should 
convince the people of Baltimore and racing 
fans that we are determined to provide even 
better facilities in the future. 

This portion of the rebuilding program will 
be completed during the months between the 
closing of the 1954 spring meeting and the 
opening of the fall season. 
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"This move will further enhance the overall 
Pimlico program, and add rather than detract 
from the property in this district. It will also 
permit us to go ahead with other improvements 
not outlined above. 

"Our eventual goal is to provide a plant which 
will comfortably accommodate 50,000 fans. It 
is Pimlico’s intention, if the track is re-zoned, 
to build modern stabling facilities, concentrated 
into one area instead of three divisions as of 
present. 

"The old wooden barns will be replaced by 
concrete, steel and aluminum fireproof struc¬ 
tures located behind screens, planting and land¬ 
scaping. 

"They will be situated well away from exist¬ 
ing roads, whereas the present stabling areas 
are located within a few feet of the city streets. 

"These changes will permit us to greatly in¬ 
crease our present parking facilities and will 
expediate the flow of traffic during race meet¬ 
ings. The proposed improvements will also 
allow for new arterial highways which will bene¬ 
fit all the residents of Northwest Baltimore.” 

The plans have been submitted to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission for study and ap¬ 
proval. 

Increases: Pimlico benefited from delight¬ 
ful Indian Summer weather for eleven of its 12 
days. Light showers and overcast skies did not 
inconvenience the 18,965 fans on hand for the 
final program but the uncertainty of the weather 
undoubtedly kept some people away. 

The figures for the meeting showed slight in¬ 
creases in both attendance and betting, despite 
opposition from Garden State Park in New 
Jersey. The daily average handle was $961,706 
even though the two biggest races, the Futurity 
and Special, were not money-making proposi¬ 
tions. 

Although there were a number of half-mile 
horses making up the programs they raced well 
enough to more than hold their own against 
"big league” foes. On the whole, the sport was 
keen and formful and the stakes schedule at¬ 
tracted classy fields. 

The Futurity: Highlighting the two Sat¬ 
urday programs were the Pimlico Futurity and 
Special. The former race, a trifle early this year, 
following the Belmont Futurity, and before the 
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East View and The Garden State, attracted a 
surprisingly small field. 

Only five juveniles, representing four betting 
interests, went postward in the $72,820 Futu¬ 
rity. The paucity of entries was largely attributed 
to the presence in the field of Mrs. M. E. Whit¬ 
ney’s Porterhouse. The Virginia-bred son of 
* Endeavor II, fresh from a convincing victory 
in the Belmont Futurity, appeared to have the 
Pimlico number at his mercy. He went off at 
2 to 5, coupled in the betting with the maiden, 
Ordained, and finished dead last, failing to ex¬ 
tend himself after making a feeble attempt to 
catch the pacemaking Errard King. 

It later developed that Porterhouse wrenched 
his back when he reared at the break, which ac¬ 
counts for his poor performance. His injury 
enforced an early retirement for the year. 

Joseph Gavegnano’s Errard King, the sensa¬ 
tion of the Jersey season, scored with consum¬ 
mate ease. Sammy Boulmetis, a Baltimore boy, 
took the son of Errard to the front immediately 
and improved his position from there. Nirgal 
Lad, a stakes winner in New England, got 
closest to Errard King, but his bid was only 
token, and he was a jaded third at the wire. Circle 
M’s War Doings closed well to earn second place* 

Many wondered if Mr. Gavegnano’s colt 
could get a mile and a sixteenth comfortably. 
His margin at the wire was eight lengths, eased 
up, and that’s about as comfortably as the dis¬ 
tance can be gotten. The time of 1:45 1/5, 
though the Jersey development just galloped 
through the stretch, was the fastest since Oil 


Capitol’s 1:44 1/5 in 1949. 

Pimlico put up $25,000 for the Futurity, and 
the winner netted $61,450. The race was Er¬ 
rard King’s sixth win in eight attempts and 
earned him the favorite’s role in the $250,000 
Garden State Stakes. 

The Special: Pimlico has, over a period of 
years, paraded before its patrons the ten leading 
money-winning Thoroughbreds of all time. No 
other track can make that statement. Pimlico 
couldn’t either—until the Special was run, but 
when Tom Fool waltzed over the Old Hilltop 
strip on October 24 the cycle was complete. The 
Maryland Jockey Club is justifiably proud of 
this unique record. 

For awhile it looked as though Tom Fool was 
going to emulate Whirlaway and Citation by 
turning the Special into a walk-over, but the 
event is no longer on a winner-take-all basis, 
the $10,000 second money and the $7,000 for 
third place enticed as many takers. Hampton 
Stable’s Alerted, a non-too-sensational, but very 
durable gelding, and E. P. Taylor’s Navy Page 
accompanied Tom Fool to the post. 

The Greentree colt ran off by himself and 
hid from the "opposition.” He had nothing to 
beat but the track record, set by another Green- 
tree runner, Capot, in the 1949 Preakness. 

Tom Fool gave Jockey Atkinson a $2.00 de¬ 
luxe tour of the course and Ted took it all in, 
looking about vainly for any semblance of a 
challenge; none ever materialized. The pair 
breezed the distance in 1:55 4/5, clipping a 
fifth off the standard. Navy Page, which had

trailed most of the way, overtook Alerted in 
the stretch to gain second money. After cross¬ 
ing under the wire, Tom Fool worked out an 
additional eighth. 

This year’s running was the fifth wagerless 
Special in 17 years. The two big races of the 
meeting, the Futurity and Special, was expen¬ 
sive for Pimlico. There was no betting on the 
Special and win wagering only in the Futurity. 

Breeders’ Stakes: The response of horse¬ 
men to the Breeders’ Stakes was so gratifying 
that the management elected to run it in two 
divisions with full $7,500 purse to each. Mrs. 
Samuel M. Pistorio, who won the race in 1952 
with Devils Verse, owns the winner of the first 
division. Her Big Night, a brown daughter of 
* Radiate II and Night Market, by Man O’ 
Night, led every step of the six furlongs to earn 
the winner’s share of $6,825. Alakatch and Dry 
Vermouth chased the filly the length of the 
journey. They couldn’t get within striking dis¬ 
tance, but held off the remainder of the field 
to finish second and third, respectively. 

Bruce Livies Bobanet Stable, which raced 
and now stands the Hyperion sire, * Radiate II, 
bred the winner. Bowes Bond trains her; broth¬ 
er Bernie Bond saddled Jouett Shouses’s Ladd to 
account for the second division. 

Ladd, although his time was two-fifths slower 
than Big Nights, earned $150 more than the 
filly for his victory, but he had one more horse 
to beat. The gelded son of High Lea and the 
Questionnaire mare, Joanny, came from off the 
pace of Gallant Task to score by three. Howell 
E. Jacksons Life Jacket, at 90 to 1, ran a sur¬ 
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prisingly strong race to account for second mon¬ 
ey, and held a length advantage at the wire over 
Watson Elliott’s Major Pomp—which won later 
in the meeting. 

Mr. Shouse, whose good sprinting filly, Cinda, 
became hors de combat earlier this year after 
running up an impressive array of stakes wins, 
bred Ladd. 

The Marguerite: Pin Oak Stable’s Make 
a Play gained her initial stakes success when 
she won the first mid-week feature of the meet¬ 
ing, the ninth running of the Marguerite. The 
bay daughter of War Admiral and Spiral Pass 
came down from New York for the race and 
promptly scored over eleven two-year-old fillies. 
Her time of 1:47 3/5 for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth was quite satisfactory for juveniles of 
her sex. P. Godfrey’s O’Alison and H & L 
Farm’s Another World gained the minor awards. 
The last-named filly raced quite well at Bel Air, 
Marlboro and Timonium before coming to 
Pimlico and has since registered in the Golden 
Triangle Stakes at Waterford Park. 

The Gallorette: Belair Stud’s Sabette 
scored the stable’s first stakes success since the 
death of its late master, William Woodward, 
when she outran a good field of fillies and mares 
in the $15,000-added Gallorette. The chestnut 
daughter of Alsab and Segula, by Johnstown, 
was overlooked in the betting and paid $15.80 
for her two-and-a-half-length victory in the 
nine-furlong attraction. E P. Taylor’s swift 
Canadiana led into the stretch but she backed 
up under pressure and was overtaken by Sabette 
and Sunny Dale. 

Mrs. Marian W. O’Connor’s La Corredora, 
which had won America’s oldest race for fillies 
and mares, the Ladies’ Handicap at Belmont, 
in her previous start, finished fourth under top

weight of 123 pounds. The bay daughter of 
Little Beans, which once hung it on Whirlaway, 
and the Mowlee mare, Nellie Mowlee, was bred 
by Mrs. O’Connor at Alan T. Clarke’s Hunting- 
ton Farm. She won the Gallorette last year un¬ 
der 112 and was attempting a consecutive 
double but her burden was too severe. 

In the Ladies, a searching $50,000 test at a 
mile and a half, La Corredora scored easily by 
five lengths, leaving Sabette and Sunny Dale, 
her Gallorette conquerors, in the ruck. 

A Derby for Vanderbilt: Alfred Vander¬ 
bilt suffered a bitter disappointment when 
Native Dancer was jostled out of top money in 
Bill Corum’s Run for the Roses at Churchill 
Downs. Although a Derby win in October 
doesn’t quite make up for a Derby loss in May, 
it’s some consolation. 

Missing the opportunity with the big gray, 
Vanderbilt, Winfrey, Guerin and Company saw 
a chance with Find in the nomadic Ohio Derby, 
staged this year at new ThistleDown. The Saga¬ 
more outfit hadn’t raced a horse in Ohio since 
the days of the Big Train, and the Derby, Ohio 
version, seemed to be a convenient means of 
renewing acquaintances. 

Taking a leaf from the Calumet book, 
Vanderbilt deemed it wise logic to groom a 
second string for Native Dancer should the gray 
champion go wrong. Later events proved the 
advisability of such a maneuver and when mul¬ 
tiple bruises sidelined The Dancer, Beach¬ 
comber got his big chance. But Winfrey had 
to dig deeper when that colt soured off when 
needed the most, and came up with Find, a 


gelded son of Discovery and Stellar Role. 

Previous to the Ohio Derby, Find had been 
beating good allowance horses right and left 
on the New York tracks. When he was tested 
under stakes fire for the first time, Find came 
through admirably. He hacked two and three- 
fifths seconds off the nine-furlong track record 
and earned $18,988 for his front-running work. 
Trailing him were Buck ’n Gee, Dictar and 
Royal Bay Gem. 

Lightning Strikes Twice: John B. Camp¬ 
bell, racing secretary and handicapper at all New 
York tracks, for some time has worried because 
the lesser lights among the older horses weren’t 
getting their share. This year he decided to do 
something about it. The result of his handiwork 
is the new Grey Lag Handicap. It bars the Tom 
Fools, Crafty Admirals, etc., by limiting the 
eligibles to non-winners of a race of $35,000 
in 1953. 

Bill Winfrey thought that the Grey Lag 
would be a good follow-up for the Ohio Derby; 
Find had come out of the ThistleDown race in 
great fashion, was eager to go, and qualified 
handsomely. Though there was a little more to 
it than this, Find again stepped to victory. The 
Maryland-bred gelding had an easy time of it, 
and impressed the crowd of 37,488 which made 
him a lukewarm favorite. He collected first 
money of $44,700. 

Until Native Dancer comes back next year 
it looks as though Find is capable of keeping 
the wolves away from the Sagamore door. 

One for Page-One: Mrs. Zelda Cohen, wife 
of Ben, secretary-treasurer of Pimlico, won half 
of the Home-Bred Handicap at Atlantic City 
on October 7—the race wasn’t divided but it 
resulted in a dead-heat to win. Sharing in the 
victory were Mrs. Cohen’s Page-One and the 
late Mrs. Alfred Roberts’ Thither. The owners 
received $4,387.50 apiece for the event re¬ 
stricted to two-year-olds foaled in New Jersey. 
Sammy Boulmetis got Page-One off in front, 
but Thither crept up on the Attention colt to 
gain a dead-heat. 

Schapiro's Shangri-La: Laurel opened its 
20-day fall meeting on a most auspicious plane; 
the International shaped up well and the new 
$2,500,000 clubhouse and Turf Club was ad¬ 
mired summa cum hiude by just about everybody 
who is at all interested in racing. Suffice to say 
that its commodious and lavish appointments 
defy comparison with existing structures in the 
East. 

On top of the loud chorus of oh’s and ah’s 
that accompanied the opening of the new Laurel 
was the promise of a fine field for the second 
running of the Washington, D. C., International.

The owners of Treetops Hotel, Chamier and 
Thirteen of Diamonds, from Ireland; Harwin 
and Wilwyn from England; Silnet and Worden 
II, from France and Mister Black from Argen¬ 
tina, have accepted John D. Schapiro’s invitation 
to contest the mile-and-a-half spectacle on the 
Laurel greensward. 

Two "alien” entries, Royal Vale and Iceberg 
II, are slated to face the starter along with the 
American-breds, Crafty Admiral and Sunglow. 
In case either, or both, of the natives should be 
forced out, Brush Burn and the Maryland- 
bred turf star, Abbe Sting, now listed as alter¬ 
nates, will move up into the field. 

The new clubhouse and Turf Club represent 
the first phases of the improvement program. 
The grandstand has undergone changes which 
will gratify the fans, a new tunnel has been 
excavated to facilitate patron’s movement enter¬ 
ing and leaving the track and new dining accom¬ 
modations for horsemen have been provided in 
the stable area. The new Laurel is indeed "big 
time” and a credit to Maryland. 

Laurel and Bowie have made great progress 
toward giving Joe Fan an even break in their 
rebuilding programs. It is heartening to know 
that Pimlico will soon revamp its plant to con¬ 
form with the needs of modern-day racing. 

Turning for Home: At the TCA dinner 
in Lexington Alfred Vanderbilt hinted that 
Native Dancer may be raced abroad next year. 
. . . Bel Air’s attendance was off eight per cent 
but the betting was up nine. . . . Ray Bryson’s 
Invitational was the richest race ($3,500) of the 
Maryland half-mile season. . . . Songai, ridden 
by Joe Snyder, came within a fifth of a second 
of the track mark in the inaugural of the race. 
. . . Horsemen received approximately $50,000 
more in purses for the 50-day Maryland half- 
mile season than they did last year. . . . Trainer 
Charlie Lewis, who has been going great guns 
this year, lost a valuable member of his stable 
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when it became necessary to humanely destroy 
Maillot Jaune, king of the halfers in 1952, after 
the speedy sprinter broke an ankle at Pimlico. 

. . . Walter Edgar’s good filly, Banta, brought 
$18,000 at the Belmont Park Sale. Elmendorf 
Farm is the new owner. . . . Henry Hecht’s The 
Pincher, accomplished dash specialist of recent 
years, will stand at Colonel Harry B. Marcus’ 
Glade Valley Farm next spring. . . . Bill Winfrey 
saddled Indian Land to notch another good vic¬ 
tory in Belmont’s Vosburgh Handicap. . . . 
Cocleco and Lana Barton teamed up at Bel Air 
on October 6 to pay the second largest daily 
double in Maryland racing history. The com¬ 
bination returned $6,626.40; three persons held 
winning tickets. The Maryland record is 
$6,754.50 paid at Bowie in 1938. At the con¬ 
clusion of the Belmont Park Sales the Fasig- 
Tipton Company had sold 1,311 horses in 1953 
for a total of $4,452,005. Approximately 300 
head remain to be sold by the company at 
Lexington and Maryland this year.

About two years ago, Tom White, Baltimore 
radio and television man, put on a Sunday after¬ 
noon panel program to discuss the subject 
"What’s Wrong With Maryland Racing?” 

Tom’s assortment of guests included Hum¬ 
phrey Finney, Bill Jaeger, a gentleman whose 
names escapes me and yours truly. Each of us 


was supposed to give the viewpoint of a certain 
segment of the population. Finney, I believe, 
represented the half-mile tracks, the owners and 
breeders and the residents of Dixie Drive, in 
Towson. Jaeger represented the press, and the 
gent whose name escapes was the champion of 
the people—the spokesman of the two-dollar 
bettor. 

For the life of me I can’t remember who I 
was supposed to represent, and I couldn’t have 
done very well, because look what happened: 
Finney is now the biggest wheel in horse sales 
in the United States, Jaeger is globe-trotting in 
the interest of Laurel, corralling runners for the 
International, and hobnobbing with aristocracy 
and has gotten so damned continental that he 
refers to this country as "The States.” The two- 
dollar bettors’ representative, I understand, has 
gone over to the other side and is taking bets 
instead of making them and is doing hand¬ 
somely. And me, I’m still here in Maryland 
meeting deadlines. 

I didn’t think so at the time, but that tele¬ 
vision program must have been a rousing suc¬ 
cess. When we went into session, the only evi¬ 
dence of improvement on Maryland major tracks 
was a model that was being brought out on 
stakes days at Pimlico. Almost at once things 
began to happen. 

Now the state is busting out all over with race 
track improvements. 

Optimistic as we panel members were that 
Sabbath afternoon, I don’t believe any of us 
dreamed then that anything like the glory that 
is Laurel ever would flower in the Free State 
of Maryland. Or that Bowie would have a horse¬ 
shoe bar where a man has elbow room enough 
to clear his head before he begins his handi¬ 
capping. Or that Pimlico ever would start im¬ 
proving. 

Now all these things are real and we are 
convinced that more are coming. 

Marylanders who used to blush when ushered 
about the modern Jersey tracks, now point with 
pride to their own horse parks. 

I don t remember much about what was said 
in that panel discussion, but it should have been 
recorded; it certainly made a difference in Mary¬ 
land racing.

American Trainers' Association 
Annual Meeting 

The Annual Meeting of the American Train¬ 
ers Association was held in the Dining Room 
of the Old Club House at Pimlico, Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 16, following dinner at six o’clock. 

Piesident Max Hirsch called the meeting to 
order. The roll of members was called by the 
Secretary, 26 being present in person, and 101 
by proxy. Officers present were: Messrs. Max 
Hirsch, President; E. A. Christmas, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent; Janon Fisher, Jr., Secretary-Treasurer; 
Albert A. Wheeler, Assistant Secretary. 

The minutes of the last Annual Meeting were 
read by the Secretary and approved as read. The 
Secretary-Treasurer also read the Treasurer’s re¬ 
port which was accepted as read. 

Mr. Hirsch made his report for the current 
year, urging members with problems to write 
him and explain them so that the Association 
can do something about them. He advised that 
during the summer the Association backed up 
Hialeah’s position on dates and got in touch 
with Governor McCarty which he thought did 
a lot of good. The Hialeah Association wrote 
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thanking us for our help. The President also 
advised that we have been fighting all summer 
trying to repeal the apprentice rule made by 
the New York Commission. This rule limits a 
trainer from having more than two apprentices 
at one time no matter whether he has three 
horses or fifty horses in his stable. Mr. Hirsch 
stated that letters have been going back and 
forth to this Commission from our Association 
for some time, and read excerpts from these 
letters. 

Mr. E. E. Hart thought this Jockey Club rule 
was foolish in that there is a great shortage of 
apprentice riders, and only the larger stables 
can take on more than two at once and should 
be allowed to do so if they can get the boys. 
He was assured by Mr. Hirsch that the Associa¬ 
tion would continue to fight this rule, and that 
he was sure they would rescind the ruling. 

A point was brought up by Mr. V. W. Raines. 
He asked if there was a way The Jockey Club 
could advise us of their actions before making 
these rules as it seems they discuss them with 
everyone but trainers before making them. Mr. 
Hirsch then read the following from one of 
his letters to the New York Commission: 

"I was surprised to read that you have been 
told that owners and trainers have also been 
consulted. I have yet to meet any trainer who 
had been asked about the matter and I spoke 
to many.” 

The President then said he would see what 
could be done about Mr. Raines’ suggestion. 

Continuing his report, Mr. Hirsch remarked 
that he had attended several meetings of The 
Jockey Club Foundation, which was planning a 
home for disabled race track people. But, as it 
would take thousands and thousands of dollars 
a year to feed and keep them, and run a place 
as they had planned, he didn’t think they would 
get anywhere with it. 

Deceased members during the last year were 
Anthony Pelleteri, and Theodore Horning, and 
everyone was asked to stand in silent meditation 
in respect to the memory of these trainers. 

Mr. Fisher read a Resolution of the Board 
of Directors of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, which stated that mem¬ 
bers of that Association would do everything 
possible to assist the Maryland Jockey Club in 
its efforts to improve and maintain racing at the 
Pimlico Race Course, whereas the Maryland 
Jockey Club was now making a sincere attempt 
to modernize and greatly improve the facilities 
and conveniences for the benefit of the racing 
patrons. The Secretary made a motion that this 
Association duplicate this Resolution and send 
a copy to the City Council of Baltimore. Mr. 
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Hirsch seconded this motion. Mr. Stryker said 
that every pebble thrown into the pond starts a 
ripple, and that we should give it a unanimous 
vote. There being none opposed, this was carried. 

Under the heading of new business, Mr. C. 
W. Williams again brought up the subject of 
jumping at Maryland tracks, saying that Mary¬ 
land racing was founded on this sport, and that 
with the exception of Mr. duPont’s meeting 
there were no brush races in Maryland. Mr. 
Jackson, General Manager of the Maryland 
Jockey Club and guest of the Association, was 
asked to comment on this. He said that since 
he had been connected with Pimlico there had 
been no jumping races and that now there was 
the new turf course. He said, however, that his 
door was always open if anyone wished to come 
and talk to him about any problem. 

Proceeding with the business at hand, the 
President called for nominations for three mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Directors, the three year 
terms of three on the Board having expired. 
Messrs. H. S. Clark, Max Hirsch, Oscar White, 
R. Roberts, Danny Shea, and J. M. Black were 
nominated. After a secret ballot, Messrs. Clark, 
Hirsch and White were re-elected to the Board. 

There being no further business, the meeting 
adjourned.

Arabian Shines In Olympic Test 

For the second straight year, an Arabian has 
shown itself to be one of the country’s out¬ 
standing Olympic mounts. In the Regional 
three-day trial event held at the Oak Brook Club, 
Hinsdale, Ill., early in September, the Arabian 
Fet-El-Dine came in for its owner, young Robin 
Tieken, in the second spot in total points. Fet- 
El-Dine won the competition last year. 

There were thirty-six horses competing, con¬ 
sisting of six teams coming from as distant as 
Nashville, Tenn. Fet-El-Dine won the difficult 
dressage competition, placed fourth in the 
steeplechase and cross-country test, and second 
in the stadium jumping contest (which con¬ 
sisted of fifteen obstacles V 11"). The latter 
event was not won by Miss Tieken and her 
mount only because one of her teammates caused 
the entry to lose time at a crucial time. 
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Deeply regretted by all is the death of Mr. 
William Woodward of Belair Stud, Maryland, a 
gentleman who was, beyond all doubt the most 
esteemed of all American owner-breeders in the 
British Isles and Europe generally. He held the 
singular and significant distinction of being the 
only person ever to be elected member of the 
American, English and French Jockey Clubs. 
By none will he be missed more than by his 
friends, Captain Boyd-Rochfort, who trained for 
him at Newmarket, and Lord Rosebery, who 
used to stay with him in the same diggings dur¬ 
ing St. Leger week at Doncaster. A true sports¬ 
man, he never offered excuses when fortune 
frowned, and it certainly did when his Omaha 
was beaten in the Ascot Gold Cup, and when his 
champion, Prince Simon, lost a heartbreaker to 
Galcador, to be beaten inches for the Blue Rib¬ 
band of Racing, the Epsom Derby. One of his 
best horses, Flares won the Ascot Gold Cup.

cuperating from an operation. Germany may be 
represented by Herr Alsen (with Feodor and 
Era), and Herr Buchwaldt (Jaspis). Probably 
the brilliant young Belgian, lady Mme. Heymans 
will make the trip with her horses, Ecusson and 
Panda, after the Harringay, London, meet. 

Miss Pat Smyth, of the British team, was the 
leading rider of the Harringay Show in October. 
She won the Horse and Hound, Country Life, 
and Daily Graphic Trophies on the final day. 
She won the former on Prince Hal, with the 
time of 49 seconds. Riding the famed, Tosca 
she took the Daily Graphic Cup in the fine time 
of 33.6 seconds. Jaspis the German horse also 
completed clear round, but taking 36 seconds.

H. Llewellyn was thrown from Foxhunter and 
had to retire from the contest. It was afterwards 
announced that the Colonel had sustained only 
a slight concussion and that the horse was un¬ 
hurt.

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal.

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Harness Racing Hits 
All-Time High 

The 800-night pari-mutuel harness season at 
Maryland’s four big tracks reached a new high 
in attendance and mutuel play for 1953 as 
597,200 fans wagered $22,659,897 on the 
trotters and pacers. It was an increase of $1,922,- 
377 over last year’s total. 

Every one of the Free State’s four night 
harness tracks established new mutuel records. 
Rosecroft Raceway, at Oxon Hill, came up with 
the biggest handle of the state season—$6,935,- 
687. The handle at Laurel Raceway, Maryland s 
pioneer track, hit $6,568,245. A record $6,033,- 
220 (more than a million dollars over 1952) 
was reached at Baltimore Raceway. Ocean 
Downs Raceway, the cozy resort track at Ocean 
City, wound up with a new high of $3,122,745 
(more than $300,000 over 1952). 

Baltimore Raceway shot to the big-time by 
establishing a new record single-night handle 
for Maryland of $472,173 on the final night of 
its meet. 

The Maryland harness meetings also were 
highlighted by richer purses and faster perform¬ 
ances than ever before. The upped purse pro¬ 
grams, topped by $10,000 races at three of the 
tracks, drew what unquestionably was the great¬ 
est array of harness stars in history to Maryland, 
and resulted in new track records and a new 
state record. 

Despite the fact that the Free State was in¬ 
vaded by the top trotters and pacers in the na¬ 
tion, the real star of the 1953 season here turned 
up in a Maryland-owned horse which, by this 
time, needs no introduction, Hi-Los Forbes, 
world champion pacer on a half-mile track. 

The five-year-old son of Frisco Forbes-Winnie 
Earl, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Earl M. Wagner 
of Handover Hills, and driven by Henry Clukey 
of Harrington, Del., got the state season off to 
a dazzling start by setting a new track record 
of 2:01 2/5 in the $10,000 Invitational Free- 
For-All Pace at Rosecroft Raceway. This, in¬ 
cidentally, equalled the then prevailing state 
record. Hi-Lo’s Forbes previously had finished 
third in the first $7,500 division of the Henry 
Volo classic at Rosecroft. The two rich divisions 
of this event were captured by Wilmington s 
Star and Prince Adios. 


Hi-Lo’s Forbes then set a new state record 
of 2:00 flat in the $15,000 Laurel Invitational 
Pace, richest single harness race in Maryland 
history. The black champion followed this up 
with a 2:01 1/5 performance in the $10,000 
Laurel Cup Pace. His 2.00 trek at Laurel was 
only the third such mile in an actual race ever 
recorded on a half-mile track anywhere. 

Other Laurel highlights were the $10,000 
Washington Trot victory of Yankee Hanover in 
2:04, and the twin triumphs by Pronto Don in 
the $7,500 Savage Trot and the $7,500 Mary¬ 
land Cup Trot. On both occasions this greatest 
money-winning trotter of all time scored in 
2:03 1/5, twice equalling the state standard for 
the diagonal gait. 

At Baltimore Raceway, Solicitor, highest- 
priced harness horse in action, set a new track 
record of 2:01 3/5 in the $10,000 President’s 
Cup Pace, while Hi-Lo’s Forbes won the $10,- 
000 Invitational in 2:01 4/5. Freddy Hawk, 
owned by Parker Mitchell of Perryman, won the 
$5,000 Ad Club Pace at the Monumental City 
track in 2:04 1/5. 

Although the track record of 2:03 4/5 set at 
Ocean Downs Raceway in 1952 by Hi-Lo’s 
Forbes was not surpassed this season, the fine 
calibre of racing at the resort oval was proved 
by the fact that no less than 65 horses carved 
out new lifetime records in the course of the

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20-night session. On one nights card all eight 
winners earned new records. 

Some idea of the superlative class of horses 
which raced along the Maryland trotting circuit 
can be gleaned from a glance at the names of 
the following world champions which raced 
here this season—Hi-Lo’s Forbes, Pronto Don, 
Meadow Rice, Chuck Volo, Tassel Hanover, 
Solicitor, Irish Hal, Dudley Hanover, Sampson 
Hanover, Torrid, Florican, Direct Rhythm, and 
Silver Riddle. 

In addition, Maryland fans also saw in action 
here the horses which were to win harnessdom’s 
two top classics of the year—Helicopter, winner 
of the $115,000 Hambletonian, richest race in 
harness history; and Keystoner, victor in the 
$60,000 Little Brown Jug, worlds richest pace. 

The leading drivers were Jimmy Arthur ac 
Rosecroft, Tommy Walters at Laurel, Bill Flem¬ 
ing at Baltimore (for the second straight year), 
and Olin Davis at Ocean Downs (for the second 
year). 

Now that the actual racing season is over, 
state harness interest will be centered on the 
famed annual Harrisburg (Pa.) Sales on No¬ 
vember 9, 10 and 11, where the number of 
Marylanders investing in standardbred horse¬ 
flesh is expected to be larger than ever. 

Breeders' Stakes Series 

The 1954 Breeders’ Stakes Series, for foals 
of 1952, now yearlings, will close Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 15. The Series will carry the customary 
$25,000 endowment, with each of the three 
mile tracks staging a race. 

The Maryland Futurity, at Laurel, has for 
some years carried $10,000 in added money, 
with the Pimlico and Bowie Breeders’ Stakes 
at $7,500 each. 

The fee of $10 makes the entry eligible to 
any or all of the races as provided for in the 
entry blank. 

The Futurity is open to colts, geldings and 
fillies sired and foaled in Maryland. The Pim¬ 
lico and Bowie events are open to Maryland- 
breds (foaled in Maryland) of either sex, no 
matter where the mating which produces them 
takes place. 

At Bowie and Pimlico a payment of $75 is 
required to pass the entry box and there is a 
starting fee of $75. For the Maryland Futurity 
these fees are $100 each. 

Registration fee for foals is $2.00 up to 
March 15, 1954, and $10 thereafter. 

Maryland Fall Sales 

The Fall Sales of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Association will be held in three sessions, 
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two at Timonium and one at Laurel Race Course, 
on November 5 and 6. 

All yearlings will be offered in the first ses¬ 
sion, at Timonium on Thursday, November 5, 
7:30 p.m. 

On Friday, November 6, 10 a.m., at Laurel 
Race Course, 50 race horses will be auctioned. 
These include horses in training and others of 
racing age. 

The Friday evening sale (Timonium), 7:30 
p.m., will bring out broodmares and yearlings. 

The sales will be conducted under the joint 
sponsorship of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association and the Fasig-Tipton Company.

At the recent board meeting of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, Mr. Samuel 
M. Pistorio was elected a director of the or¬ 
ganization. 

Owner of the farm that bears his name in 
Howard County, near Ellicott City, Mr. Pistorio 
has been active in Association affairs since 
1946.

We had personally seen 
the horse in Ireland two years ago and then, as 
now, were immensely impressed with his ex¬ 
cellent conformation and desirability from the 
American standpoint as a sire. 

September 3. Spent the day at Timonium 
conferring with members of The Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association Sale Committee, 
discussing plans for the Maryland Fall Sales to 
be held November 5 and 6.

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TCA Honors Alfred Vanderbilt 

For the past 22 years it has been the custom 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America to honor 
the individual whose leadership and contribu¬ 
tions to racing it considers to have been most 
deserving of official recognition. Each fall a 
dinner is held in testimony of the guest so se¬ 
lected. 

The TCA dinner is what might be called the 
American counterpart of the 177-year-old Brit¬ 
ish Gimcrack Stakes repast, at which the owner 
of the winner of the two-year-old classic the 
year previous is the honored speaker. As such, 
he has the right to address the assemblage and 
voice his sentiments concerning the Turf. He 
may praise, or decry, any phase of the sport as 
he chooses. 

When Black Tarquin won the Gimcrack in 
1947, the colts owner, the late William Wood¬ 
ward was unable to attend the dinner held in 
his honor but his address was read before the 
gathering by Lord Zetland. The theme of Mr. 
Woodward’s remarks concerned what he con¬ 
sidered the frivolous Jersey Act—an extremely 
touchy subject among the purists of The Gen¬ 
eral Stud Book. 

The late master of Bel Air’s address was well 
taken, however, and it was instrumental in a 
partial revision of the Act in 1949. 

This year’s honored guest at the Thorough¬ 
bred Club of America dinner, at Lexington on 
October 22, was Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. He 
was selected for the distinction by the balloting 
of the entire membership. 

The fact that he was chosen to be honored 
the same year that he raced the undisputed 
three-year-old champion, must have taken some 
of the edge off the testimonial for Vanderbilt. 
The big gray colt has placed the Vanderbilt 
name and that of his stable right square in the 
public’s eye this year, but the colt’s owner was 
just as worthy of the honor 15 years ago as ie 
was last month. 

Not only has Vanderbilt planned the mating 
of numerous Thoroughbreds of class, but he 
gave to racing first-class sport at Pimlico and 
Belmont in the days when he took an active 
part in track management. The list of his con¬ 
tributions to racing is lengthy and too well 
known to go into detail here. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s address before 400 diners at 
Keeneland Race Track was a well-thought-out 
potpourri of constructive criticism, humor, can¬ 
dor and humility. 

Vanderbilt amused his audience by stating 
that he has been a breeder, owner, trainer, race 
track president, head of the TRA, Steward of

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The Jockey Club, an enthusiastic fan and every¬ 
thing except a jockey. He then confessed that 
if he were 40 pounds lighter, and 13 years older 
and wasn’t afraid to get on a horse, he’d be out 
there riding with Earl Sande. 

He traced the growth in popularity of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing and then offered suggestions 
to insure its continued success. 

Of interest to the Maryland breeder are the 
opening paragraphs of Vanderbilt’s address: 

"Gentlemen, I am a bit overwhelmed by the 
honors and compliments heaped on me tonight. 
I suspect, of course, that my good gray horse 
had more than a little to do with this tribute. 
Believe me, this dinner and this hospitality do 
a lot to compensate for the memories of one 
afternoon at Churchill Downs last May. You 
know I have never won a race in Kentucky, 
but I’ll keep on trying. 

"Really, I am highly honored to be here to¬ 
night, doubly so because I am a Maryland breed¬ 
er. My farm happens to be in Maryland, and 
we breed pretty good horses up there, too. I 
can’t help but wonder if this hospitality you’ve 
shown me tonight isn’t really an expression of 
your gratitude for my sending Geisha down 
here to drop Native Dancer on Kentucky soil. 

"As you know, Native Dancer was foaled at 
Dan Scott’s farm here in Lexington, and stayed 
here until he was three months old. This makes 
him a Kentucky-bred. 

"I believe that you are justifiably proud of 
the horses you raise here. As all the world 
knows, the center and life-blood of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry is in Kentucky. The list of 
champions bred here is endless.” 

At the conclusion, Mr. Vanderbilt said: 

"I have been asked many times as to my 
plans for Native Dancer’s future. If the horse 
is all right, and I believe that he will be all 
right, he will race next year, either here or 
abroad. Because of his injury this fall, he left 
a number of questions unanswered. I believe 
that he will answer them satisfactorily in 1954. 

"But as great as Native Dancer is, I know 
that people are more important than horses, 
even in racing. Or, to put it another way, the 
three best horses I ever had are Bill Winfrey, 
Ralph Kercheval and Eric Guerin. In honor¬ 
ing me tonight, you are also honoring them. 

"In closing I want to tell you what an im¬ 
portant occasion this is to me. I consider it a 
very great honor, and one that I will always re¬ 
member with pride. Maybe it would be a greater 
thrill to win the Kentucky Derby. I wouldn't 
know about that. But I know for sure that this 
certainly beats running second.”

land and Ireland in September and October 
showed increases over last year’s figures. At 
Doncaster, a total of 447,350 guineas was paid 
for 304 youngsters. Highest price of the sales 
(and the year) was the 15,000 guineas paid by 
American trainer, Mr. James Ryan for the Fair 
Trial-Respite yearling—a half brother to Nea- 
rula, 2,000 guineas winner—sent up by Kil- 
dangan Stud. The Royal Charger two-year-olds 
averaged 4,840 guineas with 9,000 guineas given 
for his best seller. 

At Newmarket, October, 293,260 guineas 
were realized for 337 yearlings for the average 
of 870 guineas as against the 795 of last year. 
Royal Charger was again the big horse, with an 
average of 4,075 guineas. The success of his 
yearlings also was the feature of the Dublin 
(Balls’ Bridge) Sales, when his average was 3,- 
162 guineas. 

Over the three days, at Dublin 315 yearlings 
sold for 192,377 guineas as against the 156,334 
guineas for 274 last year. Royal Charger has 
set up a record for yearling sales figures in these 
Islands, and we all wish him well now that he is 
to stand at famed Spendthrift Farm, Kentucky. 


The Pie King, owned jointly by Ray Bell and 
Ellwood Johnston is the best two-year-old of 
the year and has toyed with all opposition. His 
latest win was in the Gimcrack Stakes, six fur¬ 
longs, at York. This success will give his owners 
the opportunity of making the "Speech of the 
Evening” at the Gimcrack Club’s annual dinner. 
Provided he takes kindly to American condi¬ 
tions—he was shipped to the States for the Gar¬ 
den State—"The King” should do well there. 
He is probably a better colt than *Windy City 
II. 

Also trained by Prendergast are the next best 
colt, Moonlight Express (Blue Train) and the 
season’s top filly, Sixpence, runaway winner of 
the Phoenix Plate (Irish two-year-old classic) 
and the Cheveley Stakes, where she trounced the 
Queen Mary Stakes winner, Sybil’s Niece, and 
Marcel Boussac’s top juvenile, Cordova II. Other 
top juveniles include Royal Challenger (Royal 
Charger) Darius, and the Queen’s Landau, both 
sons of Derby winner, Dante. 

Regretably, Pinza our "Horse of the Year” 
suffered an injury in training for the St. Leger, 
and will be retired to stud. He and Tulyar are 
the best of the post-war three-year-olds. Also 
retired to stud are, Guersant, the French cham¬ 
pion miler, which will stand when fully syndi-

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cated, at Lord Adare’s Dunraven Stud in Ireland; 
Wilwyn, the 1952 winner of the Washington, 
D. C., International race, is likely to be retired 
in 1954 as well as Souepi, winner of the Ascot 
Gold Cup. 

The Doncaster St. Leger of 1953 was won 
by Brigadier W. P. Wyatts Premonition. Over 
the stiff 14 furlongs of the Town Moor course 
he proved himself a very good horse indeed, 
romping home more than three lengths ahead of 
the French-bred, Northern Light and the 
Queen’s Aureole, which started favorite but did 
not do himself justice in the running, probably 
through temperament. Eleven horses started. 
The winner, a bay colt by Precipitation-Trial 
Grounds, by Fair Trial, is trained by Boyd Roch- 
fort and Jockey Eph. Smith rode. 

Premonition has been a most unlucky sort all 
season, as witness his disqualification after win¬ 
ning the Irish Derby. His ill-luck was to be con¬ 
tinued in the Prix de L’Arc Triomphe at Long- 
champ racecoure, Paris, France. Pinza, a 1 to 2 
choice in the St. Leger ante-post market, was 
not started. Chamier, a probable for the Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., International, ran very well for 
12 furlongs but tired towards the end, finishing 
fifth. 


The Irish St. Leger, over 14 furlongs, run at 
the Curragh, September 16, must have been a 
source of satisfaction for those Americans inter¬ 
ested in the great sire, Royal Charger. We have 
always been told by the pundits that he could 
not sire a classic winner of 12 furlongs or more, 
yet his son, Sea Charger, proved ’em all wrong 
when he scored a smashing triumph, winning 
by an easy length from Treetops Hotel and the 
third horse, Blue Notes four lengths. 

Treetops Hotel further advertised this win 
when taking, easily, the Irish Cambridgeshire 
from a good field. 

Sea Charger has won the Irish 2,000 Guineas 
at a mile, and the Irish St. Leger at 14 furlongs. 
He might have also taken the Irish Derby, 12 
furlongs, but for the interference which robbed 
him of the victory. This is the opinion of all 
good judges who saw that race; it certainly is 
rider Rae Johnstone’s. Rae did not mince words 
when telling it! Trainer Kevin Kerr had this 
gray in splendid condition. In conversation he 
told me that Sea Charger has the unusual merit 
of being able to accelerate at any part of a race, 
something which Chamier cannot do. 

A Change of Scenery found us at Long- 
champs racecourse, Paris for the 32nd renewal 
of the Prix de L’Arc Triomphe, on October 4.

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This weight-for-age event is the most valuable 
in Europe with 25,000,000 francs added money. 
Winners of this famous race include, Ksar, Mas¬ 
sine, Biribi, Mon Talisman, Ortello, Pearl Cap, 
Brantome, Corrida, Djebel, Caracalla II, Corona¬ 
tion II and Tantieme. This course is one of the 
best in Europe; as the straight is a short one it is 
necessary for a horse to have good final speed. 
Usually it is won by a horse well able to keep 
his place just behind the leaders, then come away 
in the last furlong. 

This year’s running must rank as the roughest 
ever seen. Compared with it the Irish Derby 
was a picnic. Many of the French Jockeys 
seemed to become over excited, with the result 
that they barged their horses all over the course, 
interfering with one another, and making some¬ 
thing of a farce of the race as a test of Thor¬ 
oughbreds. Unfortunately, Premonition was the 
worst sufferer being bumped into just as Eph 
Smith was moving him up from fifth position 
with definitely a winning chance. He returned 
to the paddock badly cut from hock to fetlock 
and the tendon showing through the wound. 
He will not run again this year and is at pres¬ 
ent in the care of the vets at Newmarket. 

Another well-fancied horse was Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Janitor which was put almost on his back 
during one of the "French Charges.” Zucchero, 
very wisely, and characteristically, did not get 
close enough to become involved. He started 
fully ten lengths after the field, raced for a fur¬ 
long, then called it a day. 

Winner in a good finish was M. Paul 
Duboscq’s French Oaks heroine, La Sorellina, by 
a head from the same owner’s Silnet, four years, 
conceding 17 pounds. Three lengths away, was 
R. B. Strassburger’s Worden II. 

La Sorellina, a 17-to-l shot in the betting, for¬ 
tunate to escape the race trouble, is by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire winner, Sayani, out of Silver Jill 
(also dam of the second) by King Salmon, own 
brother to * Blenheim II. This mare, once owned 
by the American Lawdy Lawrence, was pur¬ 
chased cheaply by her present owner-breeder. 
She was confiscated by the Germans when they 
overran Normandy in 1940. 

Lucky owner, M. Duboscq, comparatively a 
small man, netted 42,000 pounds over his two 
runners. Such is racing luck! Silnet, a Fastnet 
horse, here running a fine race, is a probable 
for the Laurel Park International.

most impressive. This was the winners sixth 
in a row. 

In the Middle Park Stakes, six furlongs, the 
hot favorite, Sir Percy Loraine’s Darius, was well 
beaten by the Royal Charger colt, Royal Chal¬ 
lenger with Sir Gordon Richards riding. Royal 
Challenger is trained by Beasley at Malton, 
Yorkshire, and will now likely head the Free 
Handicap to become the winter favorite for the 
Derby. Another triumph for Royal Charger! 

A tremendous gamble was brought off in the 
Caesarewitch Stakes, 18 furlongs, when the 4-to- 
1 favorite. Chantry, four years, carrying 116 
pounds, proved an easy winner for Epsom 
owner-trainer, "Staff” Ingram. Epsom rider, 
Ken Gethin was up. During the last furlong 
Chantry, a son of Chanteur II, was always going 
too well for his rivals. A few months ago he 
was a 40 to 1 chance in the ante-post market, 
and the bookmakers report severe losses. Chan¬ 
try cost his owner but 35 guineas! 

Most exciting race of the week was the Cham¬ 
pion Stakes, 10 furlongs, with a select field en¬ 
gaged. Returning to his best form following a 
severe leg injury, Nearula, the English 2,000 
guineas winner, had to go all out to beat the 
Irish classics winner, Sea Charger, by a half- 
length, in a stirring finish. Wilwyn was third, 
a short-head off. 

The Washington, D. C. International, 
over here is arousing tremendous interest. We 
realize that the terms are the fairest possible, 
and the prizes and trophies most generous. Mr. 
John Schapairo is to be congratulated on his en¬ 
terprise, and in Bill Jaeger, public relations chief, 
he has one of the best men in the business. 

Having seen all the probable (and possible) 
entries from Europe here is my brief run-down 
of their racing form. Thirteen of Diamonds was 
a good winner of last year’s Irish Derby and has 
run well this year. The distance will suit him, 
but he may lack finish-speed if there is anything 
very "hot” in the field. 

Chamier won the Irish Derby on the disquali¬ 
fication of Premonition. He is sure to run well 
but may be short of final pace. 

Harwin, an English entry, impressed when 
beating the Oaks winner, Ambiguity, and the 
Derby runner, Prince Charlemagne, in the Ox¬ 
fordshire Handicap, 13 furlongs, at Newbury. 
The distance, however, was beyond the scope of 
the filly. Harwin is a very genuine handicapper 
but may lack the necessary class to win a race 
of this nature. 

The French runners, Silnet, and Worden II, 
should stay the distance. Worden II is the more 
consistent of the pair, and he might prove the 
best from this side.
